WASHINGTON, April 24.—Since the 
"own-your-own-liome 
cam paign” 
was 
started by the United States Depart­ 
m ent of Labor a few weeks ago gen­ 
eral building conditions have greatly 
improved and every week shows an in­ 
crease in the num ber of cities actually 
engaged In extensive construction op­ 
erations. 
While municipal building 
permits 
la st November were only 6 per cent of 
norm al and IO per cent in December, 
they rose to nearly IO per cent in Feb­ 
ruary, with a good advance the first 
two weeks in March. 
The building 
contracts awarded ’n February showed 
th at Pl per cent were for private pro­ 
jects and only 9 per cent for public en­ 
terprises. 
Of the private contracts 55 
per cent were for residential property, 
25 per cent for mercantile, and 20 per 
cent industrial. 
Thus figures prove 
th a t there is a decided trend toward 
the working out of own-your-own-home 
plans. 
Although a large part of the residen­ 
tial building activities in cities is cen­ 
tered in apartm ents, and therefore is 
investm ent for rentals, surveys of tho 
situation show that 
the

building is more marked outside of the 
large cities and is especially notice­ 
able in the Middle West.

Growers Are Urged to At­ 
tend Demonstration at 
Ranch of P. T. Adams 


Walnut growers in all parts of Or­ 
ange County will be Interested In an 
announcement that Prof. 
Ralph E. 
Smith of Hie University of California 
will conduct a demonstration in 
the 
lisa, of dusting compound for the erad­ 
ication of walnut aphis and walnut 
worms, at the P. T. Adams ranch, one- 
half mile weat of the Tustin Postof­ 
fice, Saturday, April 26th, at IO o'clock 
in the forenoon. 
This demonstration will he 
con­ 
ducted Jointly by the College of Agri­ 
culture of the University of Califor­ 
nia and th# California Walnut Grow­ 
ers’ Association through its field de­ 
partment, which co-operates with the 
University in solving problems 
for 
the betterment of the California Wal­ 
nut industry. 
All walnut growers are invited to 
attend the demonstration, 
whether 
they are members of the California 
Walnut Growers’ Association or not, 
because the Association's held 
de­ 
partment, like the College of Agri­ 
culture,-is maintained for the benefit 
of all walnut growers in the state. 
Experimental work looking toward 
the development of a compound which 
will destroy walnut aphis has 
been 
conducted for several montha by Prof. 
Smith at the packing house of 
the 
Santa Barbara County Waluut Grow­ 
ers' Association, with mixing mach­ 
inery and laboratory equipment which 
was provided by Ina California Wal­ 
nut Growers' Association. 
Effective and Cheap 
As a result of these investigations 
Prof- Smith has perfected a product 
that is even more effective than he 
had hoped for. 
In addition to being 
the most effective compound yet dis­ 
covered, it is the cheapest that 
has 
ever been used for such a purpose, 
and Prof. 8mith states that the same 
material, somewhat modified, can be 
used, he believes, with equal success. 
in the extermination of walnut aphis 
or the walnut worm. 
Arrangements 
have been made whereby any walnut 
grower in the state can purchase this 
compound from the source where it 
originated, at a decidedly reasonable 
figure. 
C. Thorpe, general manager of the 
California Walnut Growers’ Associa­ 
tion, announces that the aphis dust­ 
ing compound can be had for 
five 
cents per pound, f. o. b. Galeta, where 
it is put up for shipment. 
It takes 
about three pounds of powder to dust 
a full bearing tree. 
It is estimated 
that the cost of treating a grove with 
dry dust is about three dollars pet 
acre. 
"I saw the dusting compound dem­ 
onstrated last Tuesday," says Mr. 
Thorpe, "and there was not a live 
aphis to be found when the work was 
finished, although there was consid­ 
erable aphis on trees in 
adjoining 
plots. 
Tonnage ie Threatened 
"lf the walnut aphis becomes prev­ 
alent this year It will undoubtedly 
curtail tonnage to the extent of at 
least IOO pounds per acre in full bear­ 
ing groves. 
8ince the total cost of 
dusting, which 
will eradicate 
the 
aphis, is not over three dollars per 
acre, it does not take an expert to 
figure out that it is exceedingly ad­ 
visable to thoroughly dust all wal­ 
nut groves which appear to be in­ 
fested with aphis. 
In a recent letter to Mr. Thorpe, 
discussing the use of the dust. Prof. 
8mith said: "We had a demonstration 
at Goleta the other day sud dusted 
about three acres of full bearing wal­ 
nut trees at a cost of about fifteen 
cents per tree. So far ae I was able 
to determine we got every aphis." 
It is hoped that fully 500 walnut 
growers will attend the dusting dem­ 
onstration at the Adams ranch Satur­ 
day, as this is the only one that will 
be conducted In Orange County this 
year.
